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Candidates 

Meet  OMI 


OMI’s  Sixth  Annual  Candidates 
Meeting  was  held  on  October  28  in 
competition  with  fantastic 
weather  outdoors  and  two  foot¬ 
ball  games.  Nonetheless,  the  pro¬ 
gram  drew  a  fair-sized  audience 
that  had  come  well-prepared  with 
stimulating  questions. 

Incumbents  and  challengers 
alike  firmly  opposed  State  Propo¬ 
sition  1  and  warmly  supported 
Propositions  A  and  B  (the  school 
bond  issues)  and  M  (the  child¬ 
care  policy  statement).  No  one  in 
the  audience  cared  to  challenge 
them  on  these  issues,  either, 
preferring  to  concentrate  on 
Proposition  K,  which  was  easily 
the  hottest  issue  of  the  afternoon. 

Election  of  supervisors  by  dis¬ 
tricts  was  staunchly  defended  by 
candidates  Masonek,  Morrison 
and  Siitonen,  but  all  the  others 
were  opposed.  Supervisor  Fran¬ 
cois’  presence  was  explained 
when  he  rose  to  deliver  a 
blistering  attack  on  “this  step 
backwards”.  The  audience 
seemed  not  quite  convinced, 
however,  and  returned  to  the 
subject  repeatedly,  perhaps  seek¬ 
ing  a  decisive  argument. 

Other  speakers  were  Betty 
Landis  of  the  PTA  Advisory 
Committee  who  urged  a  “Yes” 
vote  on  Propositions  A  and  B.  and 
Walter  Herrick  of  the  Public 
Defender's  Office  (acting  un¬ 
officially)  supporting  Proposition 
C  ( the  bond  issue  to  provide  more 
courtroom  space),  a  measure 
which  faced  virtually  no  active 
opposition.  That  the  measure 
failed  appears  to  confirm  his 
suspicion  that,  in  the  absence  of  a 
well-publicized  crisis,  many 
voters  vote  “No”  on  bond  issues 
simply  by  force  of  habit! 

One  concrete  suggestion  was 
made  which  deserves  attention, 
especially  in  light  of  the  failure  of 
Proposition  K  —  that  Supervisors 
might  have  evening  “drop-in” 
office  hours  in  the  various  neigh¬ 
borhoods.  Hopefully,  the  Board, 
or  at  least  individual  members, 
will  follow  up  on  this  idea. 

As  the  meeting  ended,  there 
were  many  issues  yet  to  be 
explored,  but  all  agreed  it  was  an 
interesting  and  informative 
afternoon.

Muni  Plans 
For  OMI

BART's  much-heralded  arrival 
in  San  Francisco  on  November  5 
has  produced  both  benefits  and 
problems,  but  Muni’s  long  range 
plans  for  coordination  with  BART 
should  resolve  many  of  them. 

There  will  apparently  be  no 
immediate  changes  in  bus  ser¬ 
vice.  Muni's  intention  is  to  study 
BART’s  effects  on  Muni  patron¬ 
age  and  only  then  to  make  any 
significant  changes  in  Muni  ser¬ 
vices.  Muni  would  like  to  improve 
cross-town  service  generally, 
providing  better  access  to  BART 
in  the  process,  rather  than 
creating  feeder  lines  to  the 
stations.  In  the  long-run,  this 
might  benefit  everyone.  Mean¬ 
while,  those  who  can’t  reach 
BART  by  bus  are  clogging 
residential  streets  with  their 
parked  cars.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  situation  will  ease  as  Muni 
either  provides  bus  service  to  the 
BART  stations  or  lures  com¬ 
muters  back  to  the  Muni  with 
better  direct  bus  service.  The 
security  bicycle  racks  promised 
by  BART  might  help  also. 

In  the  long  run.  however, 
several  dramatic  changes  are 
planned  for  the  K  and  M  streetcar 
lines.  Scheduled  for  completion  in 
1975  is  a  loop  that  will  take  the  K 
car  right  up  to  a  new  east 
entrance  at  the  Balboa  Park 
station.  During  the  same  period, 
a  completely  new  streetcar  stop, 
accessed  by  a  pedestrian  over¬ 
pass,  will  be  built  on  Ocean 
Avenue  east  of  the  Phelan  Circle, 
which  will  be  eliminated.  The 
overpass  will  provide  access  to 
Geneva  Avenue  and  the  BART 
station  as  well.  This  complex 
should  facilitate  the  flow  of  all 
surface  traffic  in  this  area. 

An  extension  of  the  M  car  is 
also  planned,  from  its  present

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IMGLESIDE  LIBRARY  FAILS  INSPECTION 


The  Ingleside  Branch  Library  has  long  been  of 
concern  to  OMI.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Siden,  Vice  President 
of  OMI-CA  and  Mrs.  Carrie  Pardo,  a  concerned 
library  user  recently  took  interested  library  leaders 
on  an  inspection  tour.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Stern,  Library 
Commissioner,  Ms.  Mary  Louise  Stong,  President 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  Mrs.  Grace 
Macduff,  of  Keep  Libraries  Alive  were  shown  why 
better  facilities  are  needed  in  the  community.  The 
appearance  and  arrangements  were  pointed  out  as 
inadequate.  The  ceiling  and  wall  paint  has  been 
peeling  for  three  years,  according  to  Mrs.  Pardo. 
(The  Library  Administration  has  since  agreed  to 
request  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  repair 
and  repaint.)  The  small  work  room  used  for  story 
hours  lacks  size  and  charm.  The  magazine  rack  is 
too  small  for  available  magazines.  The  collections 
of  current  books  is  considered  to  be  too  small; 
according  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Terhaar,  librarian,  there 
have  been  cuts  in  recent  years  which  have 
discouraged  user  patronage.  When  a  film  or  puppet 
show  is  presented,  books  are  inaccessible  because 
tables  and  chairs  are  pushed. to  the  walls.  Also,  the 
library  is  closed  on  Saturdays. 

The  OMI-CA  for  many  years  has  said  that  the 
Homewood  Terrace  site  should  be  used  for 
community  services.  It  was  pointed  out  to  the 
library  leaders  that  this  site  is  less  than  a  block 
from  the  present  library.  The  developers  of 
Homewood  Terrace  are  willing  to  talk  with  the 
Library  Commission  about  building  a  library  that 
would  be  leased  to  the  city.  In  the  meantime,  the 
library  leaders  suggested  a  directional  sign  be 
installed  on  the  north  side  of  Ocean  Avenue  at 
Ashton.

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

It  is  clear  that  the  OMI  is  a  neighborhood  with  an  identity  of  its  own. 
There  is  a  high  level  of  local  pride.  Residents  want  to  be  of  help  to  their 
community. 

Unfortunately,  government  services  are  available  only  at  a  great 
distance  from  the  OMI.  We  need  a  link  between  people  and 
government. 

I  wish  OMI  citizens  would  consider  the  establishment  of  a 
multi-purpose  center,  an  OMI  “City  Hall”,  in  the  heart  of  the 
neighborhood. 

Such  a  center  might  house  greatly  needed  health  services,  provided 
now  only  in  the  Sunset  and  Bayview  areas.  Cultural  and  civic  functions 
should  be  incorporated.  A  youth  services  agency  is  sorely  needed.  A 
legal  aid  center  might  be  contemplated.  Private  agencies  providing 
social  services  could  arrange  to  rent  space  there. 

If  other  neighborhoods  in  the  city  can  pull  in  all  the  programs  and 
services  which  the  OMI  needs  and  wants,  why  not  the  OMI?  The 
Mission  Coalition  Organization  (made  up  of  dozens  of  neighborhood 
groups )  is  a  great  example  of  a  City  area  making  its  own  decisions  and 
getting  good  results.  The  Mission  Coalition  received  substantial 
government  assistance  in  becoming  the  coordinating  point  for  many  of 
that  neighborhood’s  services. 

To  attract  city,  state  and  federal  resources,  these  steps  are 
essential: 

The  OMI  must  be  united  in  its  efforts,  purpose  and  direction.  A 
community  action  plan  of  short  and  long  term  goals  should  be 
prepared.  The  community’s  goals  should  be  widely  publicized  to  get 
local  support  and  official  recognition.  Official  support  should  be 
sought  in  preparing  the  “plan”  and  for  funding  purposes.  Close 
cooperation  is  crucial. 

A  strong  grass  roots  organization  and  network  of  local  contacts  must 
be  developed  to  rally  support  and  bring  pressure  to  bear  at  the 
appropriate  time. 

I  and  my  staff  are  in  constant  contact  with  OMI  spokesmen  and 
will  be  supportive  of  community  goals  to  obtain  needed  services.

terminus  at  Plymouth  and  Broad 
down  Broad  and  San  Jose  to  the 
Balboa  station  and  into  the  K  car 
loop. 

In  preparation  for  these 
changes,  the  entire  streetcar 
system  will  be  retracked  (to 
allow  higher  speeds)  and  the 
overhead  wiring  replaced;  con¬ 
sequently,  the  M  line  will  be  shut 
down  as  far  as  West  Portal  for  at 
least  six  months  sometime  in  the 
near  future. 

There  will  be  a  long  wait  and 
no  doubt  considerable  temporary 
‘  inconvenience  but,  hopefully, 
Muni’s  effort  to  coordinate  its 
services  with  BART  will  result  in 
greatly  an  improved  public  trans¬ 
portation  system  not  only  in  OMI 
but  throughout  the  city. 


FIND  A  POT  AND  FILL  IT 

By  Joe  Mannon 

One  of  my  favorite  dishes  is  homemade 
cannelloni:  savory  meat-filled  pasta,  floating  in 
rich  sauce  and  covered  with  creamy  melted 
cheese.  For  the  purist,  nothing  will  do  except 
homemade  noodle  paste  consisting  of  olive  oil,  egg 
and  flour.  Having  made  it  from  scratch  once,  you 
would  probably  shelve  the  dish  forever.  But  here  in  San  Francisco, 
there  is  a  simple  solution  to  the  pasta  problem :  just  get  up  early  of  a 
morn,  and  take  yourself  down  to  North  Beach  to  one  of  the  ravioli 
factories  and  buy  a  pound  or  two  of  the  sheet  paste  from  them.  Then 
hurry  home  and  strike  up  your  kitchen  symphony.  Although  the 
classic  ingredients  are  veal  and  chicken,  ground  beef  or  turkey  can  be 
substituted.  The  time  of  year  being  what  it  is,  this  is  one  way  to 
disguise  the  day-old  gobbler  from  a  holiday  feast. 

CANNELLONI 

Filling: 

4  tsp.  butter 

1  large  onion  chopped  fine 

1  clove  garlic  chopped  fine 

•'*4  lb.  boned  chicken  in  2  ”  cubes 

'  ■>  lb.  veal  in  2”  cubes 

>2  lb.  ricotta  cheese 

>2  cup  grated  Parmesan  cheese 

2  egg  yolks 

:l4  tsp.  salt 

■s  tsp.  nutmeg 

Cook  chicken  and  veal  in  a  350  degree  oven  for  35  minutes  and  cool. 
Melt  butter,  saute  onion  and  garlic  till  golden  brown.  Mix  ricotta  and 
meat  and  grind  thru  finest  blade  of  food  grinder.  Blend  in  onion 
mixture  and  remaining  items  and  chill  (overnight  if  necessary). 

Topping: 

IV2  lb.  Teleme  cheese  sliced  5V2”  X  2”  X  '4” 


Sauce: 

5  med.  tomatoes  peeled,  seeds  squeezed  out,  and  diced 
1 1 2  Tbsp.  butter 
2  Tbsp.  chopped  shallots 
V2  cup  chicken  broth 
*4  tsp.  basil 

saute  shallots  in  butter,  combine  ingredients  and  simmer  40  min. 

1  cup  above  mixture 
•  2  cube  butter 
1 '2  Tbsp.  flour 
1  cup  whole  milk 
1>'2  cups  chicken  broth 

blend  flour  in  melted  butter  until  golden  brown. 

Add  other  ingredients  slowly  and  simmer  40  min. 

Noodles: 

16  pcs.  4' 2”  X  5”  cooked  for  2  min.  in  boiling,  salted  water 
1  Tbsp.  olive  oil  added  to  water. 

Mold  about  3  Tbsp.  meat  mixture  along  5”  side  of  noodle  and  roll  up. 
Fill  bottom  of  16”  X  20”  pan  with  the  heated  sauce,  add  the  rolled  up 
noodles  spacing  at  least  1”  apart.  Top  each  roll  with  slice  of  Teleme 
cheese.  Heat  in  425  degree  oven  for  15  min.  or  until  heated  thru,  serve 
with  surrounding  sauce.  Makes  8  servings  of  2  cannelloni  each.
